AUGUST PRIMARY 


Nominations for the primary Au- 
gust 31 closed Thursday night, the 
final date to qualify to get on the 
ballot. y 

Features of the campaign will be 
the practical re-election by, acclama- 
tion of Supervisors A. G. Kendall, in 
the San Bernardino-Highland  dis- 
trict; and M. P. Cheney in the Col- 
ton-Bloomington-Chino district. 

Neither candidate has an oppo- 
nent at the primary and in that the 
law gives to a candidate receiving 
a majority of the votes at the pri- 
mary, “the exclusive place on the 
November ticket, their re-election is 
a certainty. 

The absence of candidates in op- 
position is a tribute to the business 
ability the two officials have been 
giving the county. 

Mr. Kendall has been on the board 
for the past two years, and his wide 
knowledge of public affairs and his 
experience in business and financial 
affairs had a marked effect on the 
county’s operation. 

Mr, Cheney has only been on the 
board a matter of six months, having 
been selected by Governor Wm. D. 
Stephens to succeed R. L. Riley, who 
was appointed real estate commis- 
sioner. The manner in which he 
took hold of county affairs, how- 
ever, has been watched with inter- 
est and pleasure by the people of his 
district and other parts of the 
county. Mr. Cheney had for years 
been a successful executive, having 
been road foreman of enginés of the 
Santa Fe and master mechanic at 
Needles. He had been a city trus- 
tee of Colton. Mr. Cheney’s election 
is to serve out the remaining two 
years of Mr. Riley’s term. 

There are contests in two of the 
supervisorial districts, the desert and 
the Redlands-Mission districts. 

On the desert there are four candi- 
dates: A. B. Mulvane, present super- 
visor; C. S. Train of Victorville, Dr. 
Charles E. Etauter of Needles and 
John TT. Bennette. .. All of them are 
well known. It is reasonably certain 
this contest will be thrown into the 
general election in November, for it 
is improbable that with four candi- 
dates running one of them will get 
a majority of the votes at the Au- 
gust primary. The two high men, un- 
der this condition, would be the can- 
didates in November. 

In the Redlands-Mission district; 
where Mayor A. E. Brock and Geo. 
S. Biggin of Redlands are _ candi- 
dates, the contest will be settled in 
the primary, the high man going on 
the ballot alone in November. 

The only other contest is for su- 
perior judge, in 
J. W. Curtis and John A. Hadaller are 
the candidates. The primary will 
also settle this contest, the high man 
winning, in that he will have the 
majority of the votes cast. 

There are no contest in the As- 
sembly districts. Attorney Isaac 
Jones of Ontario is unopposed for 
the Republican nomination in the 
fifty-seventh district, which includes 
the city of San Bernardino; and J. 
J. Prendergast of Redlands is unop- 
posed for the Republican nomination 
in the fifty-eighth district, which is 
largely made up of Redlands and 
Colton and a large portion of the 
desert. There are no candidates for 
the Democratic or other party nomi- 
nations for Assembly. 

Two nominating petitions were 
filed here for Congress, those of 
Hugh L. Dickson of San Bernardino 
for the Democratic nomination and 
Judge Phil D. Swing of Imperial 
county, for the Republican nomina- 
tion; the other congressional candi- 
dates, Ed P. Sample and B. W. Sinc- 
lair, of San Diego, having filed only 
in that county. They are Republi- 
cans. Mr. Sample later has with- 
drawn from the race. 











There is no opposition to the candi- 
dates for the various places on the 
county central committees of the par- 
ties, only an equal number of peti- 
tions or less having been filed for 
those places

REGISTER NOW OR YOU 
WILL LOSE YOUR VOTE 


Now is the time to qualify for the 
August Primary Election by register- 
ing unless the voter has already done 
so since the first of January of this 
year. The August Primary is one of 
the most important elections of the 
year and everyone should cast a vote. 
Candidates for the State and County 
offices such as Senator, Assembly- 
man, Judge and in some districts, 
Supervisors, are now throwing their 
hats in the ring and candidates for 
United States Senator and Congress- 
man have announced themselves for 
office some time ago. 

Those who are now registered “In 
this district as non-partisan will be 
able to vote only for the office of 
Judge as that is the only non-partisan 
office to be filled. The Upland dis- 
trict will not vote on Supervisor at 
the Primaries. 

In case of removal from one pre- 
cinct to another, it is necessary to 
re-register in order to be transferre: 
to the proper voting place. The laws 
require that the voter reside in his 
voting precinct at least thirty deys 
prior to any election, therefore it 
will be necessary for every resident 
to be registered before the last div 
of July in order to become an eligi- 
ble voter. 

The registration books -are now 
open at the office of Judge Crane 
and they’ will be kept open until 
the evening of July 31st, in order 
that everyone may have every possi- 
ble opportunity of qualifying for 
the August election. 


CUCAMONGA BOY 
FATALLY INJURED 


While watching his father cutting 
trees near their hame in North Cu- 
camonga yesterday ..afternoon, a pe- 
culiar accident caused the death of 
Christopher Bermerjo, 10-year-old son 
of Pantaleon Bermerjo.

According to the application tho 
gas company is faced with the nee- 
essity of financing certain — bettor- 
ments to ‘ts transmission and distri.

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LIVING STRAIN LESSENING 

A year ago the possible purchaser 
of almost anything was generally ad- 
vised to buy at once, as the proba- 
bilities were that the price would be 
higher later on. This advice, as the 
prices later on showed, was good. 
There was such regularity in the in- 
crease of prices that to find an arti- 
cle on which the price had not in- 
creased caused surprise. That condi- 
tion prevails no longer. The most 
conspicuous advertisements now in 
ene indicate price reductions, and 
the printed comparison with former 
oilaes shows that such reductions 
run as high as 20 to 30 per cent, 
making an article cost from one-fifth 
to almost one-third less than it did 
before the trend to lower prices be- 
gan. 

Such charges of prices are adver- 
tised by the best known and most 
responsible dealers, men of long ex- 
perience and excellent judgment as 
to the best methods of doing busi- 
ness; men who expect to stay in 
|business, and for that reason give 
| careful consideration as to the ten- 
dency of the times and what the 
future may have in store. As the 
period immediately following a war 
is generally the period of the high 
prices, as prices are effected by that 
war, so following the price peak 
there has generally been a graduai 
reduction to figures that are no 
longer regarded as extravagant, and 
a return to a time when there is 
no talk of profiteering. 

The current indications are that 
the price peak following the Europe- 
an war has been reached and _ per- 
haps passed, and that not only the 
country, but the world is on the way 
to transactions not based on war's 
destructive extravagance. The days 
of destruction, shortage and excess- 
ive remuneration—demanded and 
received because in a time of des- 
perate need there was no other way 
to meet that need—are passing. 
There is no more destiuction, short- 
ages are steadily growing less, needs 
are no longer desperate and the 
strain is lessening in all respects. 
The change is gradual, as it should 
be to avoid catastrophe, but it has 
every appearance of being  persis- 
itent. Anomalously—but fortunately; 
—enough, as the strain lessens and 
shortages are being reduced, people 
tend to become !ess wasteful and to 











buy more judiciously, and this has 
a large influence in furthering the 


general improvement. Taken all in 
all, the outlook now is for a gradual 
but not long deferred, return to a 
commercial stability that will con- 
tinue to be prosperous.—Azusa Po- 
motropic.

WILL BE BOON TO INVALID 


Independence, Comfort, and Exercise 
All Provided in New Chair Pro. 
pelled by Electricity. 

A new era of independence, comfort 
and exercise is promised to invalids 
in an electrically-propelled chair that 
is now being made by a firm of surgi- 

cal engineers in London. 

In appearance it is little more than 
a very comfortable, tuxuriously-sus- 
pended bath chair or invalid’s car- 
riage. The propulsive motion is elec- 
tricity. It is silent, travels a distance 
of over twenty miles on a_ single 
charge and has four speeds, ranging 
from a crawl up to five miles per 
hour. 

The control is said to be so sim- 
ple that any person, no matter with 
what disabilities, can sit in the car- 
riage and start right away, and it 
ig fitted with reverse on all speeds. 
It is only necessary to hold the steer- 
ing lever with the left hand and gent- 
ly push over the controller handle 
with the right hand. The use of the 
carriage renders an invalid independ- 
ent of chair man or attendant, and the 
cost of upkeep is said to be trivial. 








Irish Travel Stops. 

The tourist resorts of Ireland-—the 
Lakes of Killarney and Glengarriff~- 
have suffered greatly during the war 
and the resumption of normal condl- 
tions, with freedom of travel for pleas- 
ure, will be required to bring back 
their old-time prosperity. So Queens- 
town and, to a smaller degree, the 
city of Cork has been affected by the 
entire cessation of the extensive pas- 
senger traffic to and from the United 
States. Queenstown was the princl- 
pal port for Irish emigration to the 
United States, and the change in that 
respect is highly significant. There 
are more young men in Ireland today 
than there were for very many years 
before the war. Mmigration, which 
for the ten years ending March 1, 1911, 
averaged 38,808 from all Ireland, fell 
in 1917 to 2,111, and in 1918 to 980 
natives of Ireland. Embarkation of 
emigrants and others from Queens- 
town which amounted to 20,883 in 1913, 
and 21,480 in 1914, stopped altogether 
in November, 1914.

Had the Earliest Periodical in 
the United States. 

I claim that the oldest periodical fn 
the United States is the New Hampshire 
Gazette, published weekly at 


in 1758. 
found the Saturday Evening Post or 
any other paper in 1728. The Penn- 
sylvania Gazette was founded in 1728 
by Samuel Keimer, who did not make 








a financial success of it and sold it to 
Franklin. It was first called The Uni- 
versal Instructor in All Arts and Scl- 
ences and Pennsylvania Gazette. In 
his autobiography Franklin says of 
Keimer and the Gazette: ‘He began 
his paper, however, and after carrying 
it on three-quarters of a year, with at 
most ninety subscribers, he offered it 
to me for a trifle; and I, having been 
ready for some time to go on with It, 
took it in hand directly; and it proved 
in a few years extremely profitable to 
me.’ »” 

Samuel Atkinson and Charles Alex- 
ander combined the subscription lists 
of the Pennsylvania Gazette and the 
Bee and issued the first number of the 
Saturday Evening Post on August 4, 
1821, and the Gazette and the Bee went 
out of existence forever. Thomas Cot- 
trell Clarke was the first editor of the 
Post. All old newspaper directories 
give 1821 as the year the Post was 
established.

STATE FISHING LAW BEST 


OF ANY STATE IN UNION 


With sporting fishing at its summer 
height in the sea from shore, wharf 
or boat, the usual complaints are 
arising from anglers that the various 
authorities, local as well as state, are 
not enforcing “the law that prohibits 
all nets within three miles.” 

Various explanations of this official 
apathy are volunteered by critics, but 
none seem to have hit upon the cor- 
rect one—namely, that there is no 
such law upon the statute books. 

In the past there has been some 
agitation on the parte of sea-anglers 
for a flat prohibition of all netting 
within the three-mile limit of the 
state’s jurisdiction, but it never be- 
came law. Legislatures consistently 
have disregarded it as against pub- 
lic policy, realizing that any such 
law would so curtail the supply of 
sea fish @s to raise the price to pro- 
hibitive figures. Such virtually is 
the case at present» because of the so- 
called “strike” of. purse-net fisher- 
men, who this spring supplied the 
markets so lavishly with fresh fish 
before the canning season arrived 
that they broke the price to a penny 
or two a pound at San Pedro. Since 
then, they have been tied up while 
awaiting a satisfactory agreement 
with the canneries, and dealers have 
been paying 14c to 18c for common 
species of fish with the heads on, 
despite the normally lighter demand 
of midsummer. 

The rights of anglers in the ocean 
have been safeguarded better by law 
in California than in any other state 
in the Union. Seining from the 
beaches is forbidden except during 
winter for smelts only, with mesh of 
not less than 11-2 inches. The cap- 
ture of corbina, yellowfins and croak- 
ers, the principal and characteristic 
game-fishes of the surf, is forbidden 
except by the hook-and-line methods 
of sporting fishermen, and their sale 
is prohibited. Those who fish from 
wharves are specially protected by 
a.law forbidding wetmen from _ fish- 
ing within 750 feet, in enforcement 
of which, numerous convictions have 
been secured, with very heavy fines. 

At Catalina, a special district was 
formed wherein netting is forbidden 
also, and repeated prosecutions have 
been necessary by local as well as 
state authorities to enforce respect 
for the mandates of the legislature. 

The inclusion of tuna, yellowtail, 
jewfish, albacore, barracuda, bonita, 
rock-bass, corbina, yellowfin and 
croaker among the fishes classified 
by the law as “Game” for which an 
angler’s license is required, was also 
a measure in behalf of the sports- 
men, as the various laws protecting 
these species in the sea, all impose 
duties and expenses upon the state 
conservation authorities for which 
somebody has to pay. 

It would be manifestly unjust to 
ask fresh-water /anglers for trout 
and bass to pay for protecting the 
sport of the sea-angler. The fresh- 
water brthren already have enough 
to pay for in the propagation of the 
fresh-water species of game fish, with- 
out which the streams and lakes 
would soon be “fished out.” In ad- 
dition, they support the protection of 
these fresh-water species by law en- 
forcement. 

This fact has been so generally ap- 
preciated by the more sportsmanlike 
class among sea-fishermen that their 
contribution of the license dollar has 
been virtually voluntary as a testi- 
monial toward the maintenance of 
the conservation work that is so 
largely in their direct benefit.

TURNING AWAY FROM MEAT 


In New York Big Hotels Meals Entire. 
ly of Vegetables Are Increasing 
in Popularity. 

According to the New York Times 
the diners of the American metropolis 
are becoming vegetarians. Approxi- 
mately one-seventh to one-fifth of the 
guests at the hotels here today are or- 
dering vegetables for their meals in- 
stead of meats. All of the big hotels 
keep a very careful record of the sales 
of the different items on the menus for 
each day, and a recapitulation made 
recently at the Hotel Pennsylvania re- 
vealed that a surprising percentage of 
patrons omitted meat items entirely 
in their lunch and dinner orders. 
While the percentage for lunch was 
much higher than that for dinner, the 
number of dinner guests who re- 
frained from meat entirely was also 
very large. 

In the opinion of Chef Jullen Jac- 
quier of the Pennsylvania this ts the 
result of years of emphasis on the 
value of vegetarianism. ‘Phe vegetart- 
an, a few years ago, was very general- 
ly the butt of the comic papers; but 
with the war a great deal more came 
to be thought of him by people who 
found that a thoroughly satisfactory 
meal could be made from vegetables 
and at much less cost. Chef Jacquier 
believes that this is responsible for the 
many calls given nowadays in the big 
hotels for vegetable luncheons and 
dinners, which have a special piace on 
the menus. 


ANCIENT LAWS OF INTEREST 


Oldest Known Written Code Has Re- 
cently Been Translated by Eml- 
nent French Scientist. 

What Is said to be the oldest known 
written code of laws in the world, 
probably antedating that of Hammur- 
abi by at least 1,000 years, has been 
discovered in part among the hitherto 
untranslated clay tablets from Nippur 
at the University of Pennsylvania mu- 
seum. 

The Hammurabi code was prepared 
about 2100 B. ©., and was discovered 
about 20 years ago on a large diorite 
stone by French explorers. 

The laws, just translated by Abbe 
Scheil of Paris, deal with responsibili- 
ties of hired servants, rentals, rights 
of slave women who have borne chil- 
dren to their masters, punishment for 
adultery, etc. 

One interesting statute provides that 
rentals must run for three years In 
case a man has taken over a house 
the owner does not know how to man- 
age. This is somewhat obscure and 
may mean that all rentals were for 
that term. In any event property 
could not be idle or be improperly 
used, 

In case a slave bore children to her 
master she and the offspring were 
free, and if the master married the 
slave the children became legitimate. 

Indian Is Model Soldier, 

Accusations that he was a German 
spy caused Odis Leador, Choctaw In- 
dian, to be made a hero and inciden- 
tally to be chogen as a model Ameri- 
can soldier for a portrait made to 
hang upon the walls of the French 
Federal building. 

Leador, in war days a foreman on 
a ranch near Calvin, Okla., learned 
from idle rumor in his neighborhood 
that he was accused of being a German 
spy. He immediately enlisted and in 
the course of a brilllant war record 
was cited for bravery. During the en- 
gagement for which he was cited he 
captured two machine guns and 18 
prisoners, manning a machine gun for 
three days after thé remainder of his 
crew had been killed. Dowarreux, the 
French artist, picked upon Leador as 
his ideal of a typics! American soldier 
and made a painting from him which 
now graces the walls of the French 
Federai building. 

Twice wounded and twice gassed, 
Leador has been doing vocational work 
and only recently brought home his 
bride to McAlester from Oklahoma 
CHty.— Wichita Beacon. 





Largest Motor Ship. 

The Africa, which was launched at 
Copenhagen, Denmark, Dec. 11, 1919, 
by the East Asiatic company, is said 
to be the largest motor ship in the 
world. Her dimensions are: Length 
over all, 464 feet 6 Inches; beam on 
frames, 60 feet; depth from awning 
deck, 42 feet; displacement, 18,600 
tons, deadweight, 13,250 tons. Her 
main engines are two six-cylinder, 
four-stroke cycle motors of ordinary 
type. Each engine develops 2,250 fn 
dicated horse-power at 115 revolutions 
per minute. The diameter and stroke 
of the cylinders are 
and 1,15 millimeters respectively. 








Women Expert Life Savers.

That is Mr, 
Gray, manager of the parks pools in 
St. Louls, Mo. According to Col. W. 
E. Longfellow, life saving expert of 
the Red Cross, Mr. Gray declares that 
since trying women at this job during 
the war when the bronzed heroes were 
abread, he would rather have them 
than men.

LAID BY FOR THE WINTER 


Housewives of Early New York Dis- 
satisfied With Less Than a Six- 
Months’ Supply. 

The eleventh hour, or, rather, six 
e’clock rush to the delicatessen store 
that marks the approach of dinner 
in thése days of frenzied house- 
wifery would have seemed a strange 
madcap phenomenon to the good 
housewives of old New York. They 
would have felt ill provided should 
they have had less than six months’ 

provisions in the larder. 

According to the memory of one 
small boy of seventy-five years ago 
the thrifty Dutch folk who lived along 
the west side of what is now dowa- 
town New York laid in stores in Oc- 
tober and November to last until April 
or May. They bought a quarter of 
beef, a hog or a sheep to furnish the 
pieces de resistance of the winter’s 
meals. The beef was corned or 
smoked. The pork and mutton was 
similarly cured and put away. The 
smoking was done in public smoke 
houses, maintained for profit. 

A barrel of flour, two or tnree of 
apples and potatoes added the vege- 
table content to the menus. Other 
supplies to lend variety were laid by 
in lesser quantities. All sorts of farm 
products were purchagable in the fall 
at minimum prices, because at that 
time many sailing vessels and barges 
came down the river from upstate 
laden with stores. As winter and the 
closing of the river approached the 
farmers and merchants grew anxious 
to dispose of their stocks and the 
townfolk consequently bought at an 
advantage, which they were not slow 
to take.—New York Evening Sun.

Memphis (Tenn.) Man, at 84, Is Also 
Renewing His Youth and Vigor 
in Other Ways. 

The adage that there is nothing new 
under the sun has been disproved by 
N. D. Starr, who has cut a third set 
of teeth at the age of eighty-four, 
when usually the only new molars, 
bicuspids, etc. that can be achieved 
are those purchased from a dentist, 
says the Memphis Commercial Appeal. 

Mr. Starr, who is in the employ of 
the Memphis Artesian Water company, 
recently found himself in need of a set 
of these artificial substitutes for the 
teeth provided by nature. But when 
he visited his dentist the price was too 
high and he decided to go toothless. 
However, through one of the unac- 
| countable happenings which some- 
times upsets all rules, Mr. Starr dis- 
covered that he was cutting 12 new 
teeth. They are almost through now, 
although they are not very useful yet, 
owing to the fact that his gums are 
sore in a fashion familiar to all moth- 
ers of teething infants or to boys and 
girls whose second teeth are replacing 
their baby teeth, and even the older 
boys and girls who proudly announce: 
“I’m cutting a wisdom tooth.” 

Dentists doubtless will contend 
that such a thing cannot happen. But 
Mr. Starr knows that he now has teeth 
where no teeth were before. More- 
over, he says his eyesight jis better 
than it was several years ago, and 
that so far from his vigor being im- 
paired by advancing years he feels 
stronger and more youthful than he 
did when he was seventy. 


TELL OF BABYLONIAN LIFE 


Interesting Revelations in Clay Tablets 
That Were “Written” On Some 
Forty Centuries Ago. 

The University of South Dakota at 
Vermillion has come into possession 
of 61 genuine Babylonian tablets, dis- 
covered by Arabs in the ruins of bur- 
fed cities and collec‘2d at Bagdad. 
They have been deciphered by Dr. 
Edgar J. Banks of Alpine, N. J., an 
authority on these clay and brick rec- 
ords of 4,000 years ago, and their 
authenticity proved. Fully half of the 
tablets in this collection are perfect 
and all of them are legible. They are 
only a few inches in size and were 
written on when they were soft clay, 
later being dried, or baked. Most of 
them are of about the date 2350 B. C., 
a few going as far back as 2800 B. C., 
and others dating from the time of 
the fall’ of Babylon before the Per- 
siang, in 588 B. C. The most valuable 
tablet of the collection is a_ letter. 
Holes were made through it so that 
it might be attached to a cord and 
carried in this way. Next in point of 
value and interest @re a number of 
neo-Babylonian tablets of sundried 
clay containing business contracts of 
all sorts and giving pictures of the 
life of the people after the Persian 
conquest. Of special interest is a

ON COUNTY FARM 


Definite decision that the new de- 
tenfion home will be placed on the 
county farm, facing Gilbert street, 
and not at the present site on B 
Street at Tenth, was reached yester- 
day by the Board of Supervisors. 

The county farm site has the ad- 
vantage of locating the detention 
home close to the county hospital 
where much, of the food will be 
furnished for the detention home, 
and also provides ground for a gar- 
den to give the imates of the deten- 
tion home _ occupation.

They will be held there during the 
disposition of their cases and the in- 
stitution will also serve as a place 
where the boys and girls will be 
sent for periods of a month or two 
to impress upon them that furth 
violation of state law means th¢y 
will go to a state institution. 

The detention home wr] cost ap- 
proximately $35,000. A portion of 
this money is already in the build- 
ing fund.
